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Report of the 
OAR OR CATON, 


“We have visited the schools at the beginning of each term, at 
intervals during its continuance, and at the close. The two de- 
partments have each been in session thirty-five weeks, or three 
terms of nearly equal length. Miss Lizzie A. Chase’ has been 
teaching in the Primary department. .The whole number of her 
pupils has varied from fifty-one to seventy. The largest num- 
ber was present in the Autumn, and was too great both for the 
room and teacher. ‘Through the last term the school has not 
been crowded. | | 

This department has been under good discipline; the pupils 
have been stimulated to earnest endeavor. The teacher evident- 
ly believes in the expansibility of the youthful mind. Instead 
of cherishing the error that children are like measures, into which 
knowledge can be poured, she regards, them as living souls with 
wonderful capacities for enlargement ; ; and she possesses the rare 
talent of developing native power in such a manner as to win 
their regard and confidence. As a natural result, this pbb 
ment is in a prosperous condition. , : 


The Grammar School was conducted by Miss Sarah P. Com- 
erford the first twelve weeks, and by Miss Ellen F’. Goodwin the 
remaining twenty-three. A large class came from the Primary 
into this room at the beginning of the Fall term, and inasmuch 
as the new comers had been well drilled, this department gained 
by their coming. Kind and pleasant relations have existed be- 
tween teacher and pupils. ‘The teacher has secured good order 
without severe measures, and has labored with commendable dil- 
igence. Her ‘Roll of Honor’ is an indication of constant attend- 
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ance and good deportment, on the part of several pupils, while 
others were not far behind. Her goodness of heart often led her 
to assist her pupils too much in recitation. It would have been 
better to have thrown them upon their own resources, and thus 
developed more self-reliance. Notwithstanding this draw-back 
the school has been well instructed, and receives our approbation. 


The temperature of the school room has not been as comfort- 
able on some days as it should have been, but we hope that prac- 
tice in tending the furnace will result in a warmer room in 
the future. 


Your Committee were glad to see so many of the District pres- 
ent at the closing examination. It would be better, still, for 
both teachers and pupils, if visitors would come in often during 
the progress of the school. 


We also remind you that sixteen months ago we had on hand 
an accumulation of school money, amounting to several hundred 
dollars. This has been nearly all expended. An additional ap- 
propriation, by the District, will be needed the coming year, or 
the school will be taught only two terms instead of three. It 
would be bad to shorten the school year a whole term.

REPORT OF 


Superintending School Committee. 


FELLOW Cririzens :— 

| The schools of the town, during the past year, 
have been marked with as full a degree of success as is usually 
‘attained in country schools. The teachers employed, with few 
exceptions, have been teachers of experience, and well qualified 
for the positions they have assumed. There has been no instance 
of failure, though there have been degrees of excellence. Yet 
there is much room for improvement, especially in our duties as 
parents. | 


I find, by referring to the registers, that there are three hun- 
dred and ninety-two instances of tardiness recorded, and only 
twenty-eight pupils (including both terms) that were not absent 
one-half day. Now many of these, undoubtedly, had a good 
reason for being late, or absent ; but is it not too much to believe, 
that even a majority were necessarily so? I think, that asarule, 
we attach far too little importance to the prompt, regular attend- 
anceof our children at school. This habit is exceedingly annoy- 
ing to the teacher; interrupting and disturbing the classes, and 
is fraught with great mischief to the school. 


I wish to call your attention to an Act of Legislature, entitled : 
‘*An Act enabling Towns to abolish school districts, in certain 
cases.” It must be apparent to every intelligent observer, that 
the money appropriated for schools in this town, is expended to 
a great disadvantage. In District No. 1, the average attendance 
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was only a fraction over fourteen; in No. 2, twelve; No. 3, 
eight; No. 4, ten; No, 6, five; No. 7, ten; No. 8, three; No. 
11, five. Now a school numbering only from three to ten pupils. 
is too small to be interesting, or profitable. JI think that either 
several of the districts should be united, or this Act adopted by 
the ‘Town. 


It is evident that our schools might be made very much more 
efficient, in the hands of a Board of Education, combining the 
powers of the Prudential and Superintending Committee, than 
under the present system. I trust that you will give this matter 
your careful consideration, and take such action as will best sub- 
serve the interests. of education. 


The. want of uniformity ‘in Text Books—by dividing the 
scholars into so many small classes, and thus compelling the 
teacher to hurry through the recitations—is a serious obstacle 
to success. JI am aware that there is an impression among us, 
that we change Text Books too often, thus causing needless ex+ 
pense; but it is unreasonable to expect much advancement in a 
large school, where there are four or five different Text Books in 
a single branch of study. | 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer school taught by Miss Ora A. Adams. This was her 
first school. Order excellent, with fair improvement. The schol- 
urs were mostly backward; but they were attentive, and the 
teacher was faithful and earnest. Winter term taught by Mrs. 
F. S. Spencer. I was not notified of the examination, but Mrs. 
Spencer reports—“‘That the habits of study were much more 
marked than last winter, and that they manifested particular in- 
terest in Reading and Spelling, and also, in the practical 
instructions, (outside their books,)which she gave them—prob- 
lems and bills to make out.” Her presence as teacher, is a 
sufficient guarantee of success in any school. 
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DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Partly in Franklin. Both terms taught by Miss Lucia K. 
Gile. The school-house is one of the best in town, well lighted, 
neat and attractive, and the school was in keeping with its sur- 
roundings; orderly, progressive, and thorough. Miss Gile says 
in her report :—‘‘This school has been under our instruction for 
two years past, and we can cheerfully say, that both scholars 
and parents have striven with us in endeavoring to bring about 
the greatest amount of good, both intellectually, and morally.” - 


When parents, teachers, and pupils unite their efforts, the 
greatest measure of success is assured. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Summer term taught by Miss Belle W. Gile. I was not pres- 
ent at the examination as it was a very stormy day. The school 
appeared well when I visited it. Winter term taught by Miss 
Maria L. Lane. I was very much: pleased with the appearance 
of this school. The examination gave eyidence of a high order 
of excellence in the teacher, as well as interest and industry on 
the part of the scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 

_ Summer school taught by Miss Eliza A. Flanders, an experi- 
enced teacher, and ‘‘apt”’ to teach ; and though she labgred ear- 
nestly and faithfully for the best interests of the scholars, yet 
she failed to exercise that happy faculty of government so essen- 
tial to the highest degree of success. Fall Term taught by Mrs. 
Lucy R. M. Cross. This is a large school and calls into exer- 
cise the highest order of ability to govern. At my last visit I 
did not find the order and advancement quite up to my expecta- 
tions, considering the former high standing of Mrs. Cross as a 
teacher and disciplinarian. 
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DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Only one term, taught by Miss Belle W. Gile. A small 
school, but well managed; making excellent progress and a fine 
appearance at examination. 


DISTRICT NO. 7 


Both terms taught by Miss Myra J. Ayers. This is a good 
school, containing some very good readers. Fair progress was 
.made in all the branches of study, and the scholars understodd 

well what they had been over. | 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


One term, taught by Miss S. Lysle Haines. There were but 
four scholars. Only three were present when I visited it, but 
their answers were as near perfect as at any school I ever visit- 
ed. Miss Haines had evidently been faithful with the few, and 
I have no doubt would be successful with many. 


No school in No. 9. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Taught by Miss Abbie L. Copp. Only six scholars; mostly 
small. Not enough to make it very interesting for either teach- 
er or scholars. The teacher was faithful and fair progress was . 
made.
